I'd like to go on record in opposition to granting the proposed increase in 
current gas and electric rates. If I am not mistaken, just a few years ago 
LG and E was granted two outstanding increases of around 97 or 98% each. 
Recently, because of the hurricane which affected the United States with 
damaging winds, I was without power for 4 days. Yet, my bill reflected no 
reduction in charges. I realize the cost of repairing the damage was 
astronomical, but the citizenry of the community cannot be expected to pick 
up the tab whenever there is a natural disaster.
